Directions for Planting, Fertilizing, Single-Stake Training, Barrel- 


Hoop Training, and Trellis Training—How to Have Fresh

The tomato is one of 'the most 


valuable garden crops. It is easy to 
grow. Tt thrives on a great variety 
of soils. 
lit yields appetizing food 


ithat can be used in many ways, both 
fresh and preserve'd. 


When the ground is warmed up 


and danger from frost is over,, pre- 
pare the soil thoroughly and rake in 
a dressing of commercial fertilizer. 
(Line ithe rows' 3 feet apart. 
Set 


•tihe plants the distance apart in the 
rows, according to the method of 
training to 1«? adopted indicated be- 
low: 


'Inches 


Trained single stakes 
18 


Trained to hoop trellises 
24 


Trained to horizontal trellises.- 30 
retrained, to spread 
on the 


ground 
30 


Set each plant deeper than it was 


before, burying part of the stalk. 
Fasten a piece of tin or cardboard 
coHar around each stalk to protect 
it from cutworms. Hoe once a week. 
Two weeks after setting out apply 
nitrate of soda near the plants and 
toe it in. - 
-^ !A large proportion of the toma'to 
plants set out are bought in small 
boxes. Tile best of these have been 
growing in these boxes for several 
weeks and have well-developed root 
system. Sometimes, however, plants 
ore •dug up from hotbeds and set in 
the boxes at the time they are offer- 
ed for sale. Such tplants are not so 
good as the others. One can learn 
about it by pulling gently on the 
stalk. If it <?omes up easily with 
few roots attached, it has not been 
growing long in the box. 


The three most important systems 


of training tomato plants are these: 


IL Single-stake training. 
E. Barrel-hoop training.

3. Trellis training. , 
1. Drive a stout stake 4 or 5 feet 


long down besides' each tomato 
pbn& Cat off ill- the suckers' .near 


Vthe root, so as to send np only the 
; mAm leader. Tie .this to the stake 


with rags or raffia, tying anew from 
tinie to time as the leader grows up- 
ward. Pinch 
off, the side branches 


back to the first fruiting stem. Con- 
tinue ithis treatment' as the vine 
grows until you have a tall plant 
loaded wih ripening fruit. 


2. Drive .three stakes about 4 feet 


long down around the plant at such 
a distance that a barrel hoop -will 
fit them snugly. Nail one hoop to 
them about lo inches1 from 
the 


ground and ianoither at 30 inches. 
Pinch off some of the branches at 
the base of the plant so. as to have 
three or four leaders growing up. 
As these reach the first hoop, 
tie 


them to it with cotton rags or raffia 
and start them up to grow inside 
the second hoop. 
l\Vhen they react 


this tie again. 


3. To make, a single trellis drive 


a. stake down -by each plant having1 
it project 3 or 4 feet above ground. 
Fasten two or three strands of light 
wire horizontally on the stakes, hav- 
ing the first about 16 inches above 
the ground. Pinch off the suckers 
at the roots and tie the main shoot 
to Irfwer wire as soon, as it is tall 
enough. Let *he side branches ran 
along the wires, tyinfr if necessary. 
Train on the second -wire when it is 
reached. 


lA double trellis may be made in 


this way: Drive stalks,down each 
side of ithe row 6 inches" away from 
the 'plant, with their tops about 15 
inches from tfie ground. Nail nar- 
row strips along the tops of the 
stakes, and: as'the'tomato plants 
grow train &e«*ranches over 
the
